Curfew 


i Gilbert Hahn's face turned red when over 100 
high school students jeered and protested, and 


ultimately forced the "City Council" into tabling 


the controversial curfew proposal. Of course 
not wishing to recognize the truth that the stu- 
dents organized themselves and brought them- 

2 selves out (special note to Jon Edelfelt and 
Jerrie Worthy), the "Council" tried to credit 
Charles Cassell with the feat. 

The curfew is a DCSTP issue, so of course we 
were there. Anton Wood issued our call for a 
citizens’ convention in opposition. Then as the 
ball began to roll Charles Cassell, Selma Rein, 
Larry Kamins, Van Richardson, Lou Aronica and 
Neenah Payne worked out an information and con- 
tact service that helped organize the curfew 
opposition. Tabling is not necessarily a final 
death for the curfew. The battle is continuing 
in low gear. 


Wilson 


Besides the curfew there have been other stu- 
dent and youth rights issues. Through apparent 
administration and police complicity, the stu- 
dents at Wilson High School were denied the 
right to organize an anti-war organization. 
First Amendment rights were violated; at the 
same time some police mysteriously began to 
hassle youth under a non-existent curfew law. 
The result was one spontaneous strike and one 
organized strike. Van Richardson and Lou 
Aronica attended the strikes at the invitation 
of some students, and they addressed the group. 
Youth rights must be protected, and student 
actions have the support of DCSIP. 


FEDERAL CITY COLLEGE 


At public heqrings before the Board of 
Higher Education DCSTP supported FCC faculty 
demands that first the Board fire the President. 
Mike Lewis presented our testimony which went 
on to criticise the appointed Board and point 
out how its colonial attitude toward adminis- 

tration is typical of all the institutions 
where people do not have full self-determina- 
~ tion,! Among other,things, there was an attempt 
..to Tock out all but about the first ten people 
“who got to the hearing! The Board decided to 
“hold a better-publicized hearing in a bigger 
place-at a later date. 


ae ‘ Welfare 

President Richard M. Nixon tried this year 
to create a welfare reform myth. Nixon's Family 
Assistance Plan (FAP) is a clever method of cir- 
cumventing minimum wage laws, reinforcing the 
Puritan work ethic, and guaranteeing families 
less of everything than they need. So ZAP-FAP 
came into being. The energetic voice of Laurie 
Wright brought the issue to DCSTP and presto we 
served as a sponsor of the anti-FAP hearings 
held in area churches and the District Building 
in. December.

Hearings 


DCSTP appears at all hearings concerning 
self-determination for D.C., in order to champion 
statehood as the only way to full citizenship 
for the people here. This fall Senator Eagleton 
had the police called to the Senate Committee on 
the District of Columbia just in case anyone 
turned violent at the hearings on D.C. election 
reform. Why? Because he was suddenly faced 
with a group that didn't tell him how happy they 
were to be allowed the singular privilege of © 
licking Congressional boots. Anton Wood, Walter 
Mylecraine, Lou Aronica, Zoley Holmes, Dick 
Brown, Carleen Pertschuk and Loren Weinberg laid 
it out flat: The only acceptable D.C. election 


reform was for Congress to become 100% uninvolved. 


After Senator Eagleton refused to answer some 
good questions, Loren stormed out calling the 
whole thing bullshit and a farce. 


Bus Fares 


The Statehood Party gathered with the opposi- 
tion to 0. Roy Chalk's get-rich-while-the-getting 
is-good proposed D.C. Transit fare increase and, 
more importantly, Chalk's desire to cancel the 
lower fare for the elderly. With many community 
groups, DCSTP co-sponsored hearings and meetings 
in opposition to D.C. Transit's proposals, Any- 
one interested in forming an alternative trans- 
portation system please call the DCSTP office. 


Highway Boycott 


Singing "0 Beautiful for Spacious Roads That 
Spread from Slum to Slum," DCSTP was among the 
many groups that joined a massive boycott of the 
"City Council's" illegal highway hearing at the 
end of December. Still, the "City Council" 
reported to the Department of Transportation and 
Congress that it was willing to go along with 
some of the highways - in the face of virtually 
unanimuous citizen opposition. 


Three Sisters Bridge 


Joel Broyhill wanted to build a bridge at 
Three Sisters; D.C. people didn't. The U.S. | 
Court of Appeals has agreed with the people. 
Emergency Committee on the Transportation Crisis 
(ECTC) with Sam Abbott and Fred Heutte was in- 
strumental in stopping that bridge, and slowing 
the paving over of D.C. Many Statehood people 
participated in this successful battle. (By the 
way, Dick Nixon says the Court of Appeals is 
wrong; seems Dick doesn't recognize that ignoring 
the wishes of the people is wrong.) 


Groups 


The idea of statehood for the people of D.C. 
has been presented to more and more groups each 
month. The Women's Political Caucus has given 
partial support to the idea. We have talked 
with students at Federal City College and George 
Washington University. We have been to All 
Souls' Church Social Responsibility Committee, 
the Washington Ethical Society and Cedar Lane 
Unitarian Church. DCSTP has appeared at a 
YWCA class on citizenship, at a Kiwanis Club 
lunch, and on many other occasions. 


School Board 


The Statehood Party was slow in committing 
itself in the School Board election. A number 
of DCSTP people were not. In the first round, 
Anton Wood tried to get enough signatures for 
an at-large try. Dick Brown, Durand Ford, Bob 
Artisst and Hilda Mason tossed their proverbial 
hats into ward races. Hilda survived. Then 
warming to the occasion of the run-off election, 
the party endorsed Hilda and siphoned some of 
its energy into her ultimately successful cam- 
paign. Now the Statehood Party has two members 
on the School Board. 


Antioch College Zoning Variance 


Through the efforts of Selma Rein, DCSTP 
helped mobilize neighborhood support before the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment for a variance to 
enable the use of buildings on 16th Street N.W. 
for the Urban Law Institute. The zoning adjust- 
ment was granted. Charles Cassell, ULI's 
architect, presented evidence in favor of the 
change.

Last May, as Chief Jerry Wilson cheerfully 
violated Constitutional rights, emergency head- 
quarters for Third Party Custody was established 
by Mary Norris in the DCSTP office. This effort 
to free jailed demonstrators was repeated with 
the help of Carleen Pertschuk and Marjorie 
Shuman during the Nixon Eviction demonstrations 
in November. 
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Loward achieving a Council membership which 
will be broadly representative of the District 
of Columbia community." 


In the recent election for D. C. Non-Voting 
Delegate to the House of Representatives, the 
D. C. Statehood Party pooled more than 15,000 
voues;7 0013.2 percentsof all votes)cast.. ,915,,000 
people indicated that the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties do not represent them by voting for 
a party that had strongly repudiated the plat- 
forms and styles of the two major parties. The 
result was the establishing of a third party in 
the District of Columbia, with a legal right to 
a place on the ballot, with a larger vote than 
third parties in almost any other city in the 
country, and with a distinctly different view- 
point and platform from the other parties in the 
GLEY: 


We therefore feel that there is no rational 
way to construe the City Council as "broadly rep- 
resentative" of the D. C. community until the 
Statehood Party is represented by a seat on the 
Council. We wish to point out that, although the 
Republican Party polled only 12 percent more of 
the votes cast (29,000 votes or 25 percent) than 
did the Statehood Party, there are now five Re- 
publicans on the Council with a sixth Republican 
appointment pending -- a clear violation of the 
intent of the law. We are not asking for a parti-~ 
san appointment policy, but merely for recognition 
of the fact that there is no representation of 
third party voters in the city on the presently 
constituted Council. 


The President ignored the telegram; I hope this Committee 
will not: Thus, in view of the facts presented in the telegram, 
I urge the Committee to refuse to submit the names before you to 
the full Senate, to return them to the President of the United 
States, and to urge him to select a member of the D. C. Statehood 
Party, members from the Democratic Party, members from the Re- 
publican Party, and an independent to serve on the City Council 
in the proportions in which they received votes in the recent 
Non-Voting Delegate election to the House of Representatives. 


WTOP EDITORIAL 


Statehood for the Destrict of Columbia is, we think, 
the wrong horse to ride. 


We have reached the conclusion only after sober and 
careful reflection. WTOP has a very long and consistent 
record of standing up editorially for the District of 
Columbia on many crucial and different issues. We think 
it would be a cruel deception on our part to hold out any 
hope of statehood as a realistic target. 


Advocates of statehood typically envision the carving 
out of a very small enclave, which would continue to be in 
fact the Federal City, The rest of the present District of 
Columbia would be turned into a completely independent state 
with its own governor, its own legislature, and so on. 


We think this vision is flawed on at least two counts. 
There is a very legitimate federal interest involved, what 
with numerous U. S. Government activities scattered through- 
out the District, along with scores of foreign embassies. 
The federal government has an undeniable right te=sbe—-—as= 
sezeed to be assured of protection for and services to these 
myriad interests. 


Even if such guarantees somehow could be secured con- 
tractually with a new state, the political hurdle of get- 
ting Congress to agree to the creation here of a sovereign 
state is, we are convinced, insurmountable. 


There are two meaty alternatives: one is the award- 
ing of full voting membership for the District in both 
houses of Congress; the other is local self-government 
with the power to elect officials to write local laws and 
to levy taxes. Congress, without doubt, would retain. some 
sort of ultimate veto power over such a local government, 
but there are ways to sharply minimize that. 


We think that home rule and full voting membership in 
Congress both are achievable with determined hard work. 
Statehood for the District, on the other hand, is certainly 
debatable as a goal and, as a practical political matter, 
is impossible of achievement.

History has proven that when a celanired people begin to 
organize and move for self-determination, the colonial au- 
thorities (Congress) and their local puppets will offer re- 
forms to pacify and confuse the people while not changing 


the powerless condition of the people. 


Home Rule is such a tactic. This form of 


pseudo self-determination does not place power in the 
hands of the people. 
Under Home Rule , ultimate power would remain in the 


hands of the Congress. 

--Congress would have the authority to veto any 
legislation passed by the local government and 
could in fact nullify home rule by simply le- 
gislating against it (as in 1872). 

--The form of government is fixed by law and can 
only be changed by Congress. 

--We would continue to be dependent on Congress 
for our revenues. There are no provisions for 
financial independence. 

--We would not ceceive the full representation in 
Congress to which we are entitled by the Consti- 
tution.

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Why should you want 
Statehood forthe 
District of Columbia ? 


Statehood would grant the District all the sovereign 
powers permitted the fifty existing states, thus protecting 
it from arbitrary and wrongful interference by the 
Federal government. Nearly every other home rule 
proposal involves at least a Congressional or Presidential 
veto over District actions. 


Although the District covers a small area, approximately 
70 square miles, legislators don’t represent dirt and 
cement; they represent people. The District has a larger 
population than 11 states: Alaska, Delaware, Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada, New Hampshire, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Vermont, Wyoming. The Senators from 
these states make up twenty percent of the voting power 
of the Senate, while the nearly 800,000 citizens of the 
District are not represented at all. 


Not only is the District larger than many states; it is also 
larger than twenty independent nations of the world in- 
cluding 12 who have an equal voice with the United 
States in the United Nations General Assembly. One of 
these, Iceland, is also a member of NATO, although it has 
only one-fourth the population of the District. 


EVERY territory since 1789 except Oklahoma, had fewer 
people at the time of its admission to the union than the 
District of Columbia does right now. 


“It should offend the democratic senses of this na- 
tion that 850,000 citizens of its Capital, comprising 
a population larger than eleven of its states, have 
no voice in Congress.” 


—Richard Nixon, Message to Congress 
April 28, 1968 


ls it really possible to 
become the 51st State ? 


Present home rule proposals require the adoption of two 
constitutional amendments. One amendment would 
permit voting representation in the Senate and the House 
and the other would permit a limited form of home rule. 


Each of these amendments would require a two-thirds 
vote of each house for passage, and ratification by the leg- 
islatures of three-fourths of the states. The states could 
take up to seven years to complete each ratification 
process. 


Statehood could be achieved much more easily. Congress 
could grant the city statehood by simple majority vote of 
both houses. Concerning the Constitutional provision 
for a Federal District, Congress could either simply not 
exercise its power (as has already been done in the case of 
innumerable Federal buildings and lands around the 
country) or could redefine the District to be as small as 
one city block. 


Political observers from time to time criticize the system 
of states as giving unfair power to small states with 
special interests diluting the one-man, one-vote concept. 
On the other hand, the state system has tended to mitigate 
the danger of tyranny by majority. Further, the country 
was formed out of the compromise of sometimes conflict- 
ing special interests. The rights granted states, while per- 
haps being a crude and less than noble compromise, did 
permit union. Today, the nation’s Black residents are 
struggling to burst free of the tyranny of a white majority. 
The creation of the first predominantly Black state would 
be a step in that direction, and would also be of aid in 
creating a sense of union in this bitterly fragmented coun- 
try. It is not only possible for the District to become the 
SIst State, it is critical that residents join hands to achieve 
this goal. 


Howwill D.C. Statehood 
benefit you ? 


Some Direct Benefits Include: 


@ You will be far more free of Federal dictation and inter- 
ference. 

e Two votes in the Senate and two in the House of Repre- 
sentatives will provide you with the same bargaining 
power as Maryland, Virginia and 48 other states. 

e You will have taxation with representation— you can 
levy and control the disbursement of public funds. 

© Statehood for the District will give the country its first 
predominantly Black sovereign state with an opportunity 
to become a model in race relations for the nation. 

© You can contribute to the selection and appointment 
of Judges and other officials. 


e For the first time, you can vote the “bad guys” out! 


Perhaps the most important benefit is that Statehood 
would virtually guarantee the District full suffrage in per- 
petuity. Only byconsent of the people of the District wish- 
ing to merge with some other state or wishing to break up 
into smaller states could Congress take away Statehood. 
While states may be admitted by majority vote, the Con- 
stitution makes no provision for the dissolution of states 
by congressional action. 


What willhappen to 
the ‘‘Federal City” if 
D.C. becomes a State ? 


Dozens of other stable countries, including England, 
France and West Germany, managed to grant self- 
government to their capital cities without endangering 
the national image. Should a problem arise, the National 
government here has abundant powers to prevent riots as 
has been demonstrated by the use of Federal troops in 
other cities in recent years. Besides, District residents, 
along with other U.S. citizens are a disenfranchised, 
colonized people starkly aware that they present a far 
more dangerous threat to the Federal government than 
do people who enjoy the fruits of full suffrage. 


Another thing to consider is the “special Federal 
character” of numerous communities in the country that 
have full suffrage. For example, the Congressional 
districts of Joe T. Broyhill or L. Mendel Rivers contain 
more Federal installations than did Wasington, D.C. for 
many years ofits history, yet no restrictions in elected rep- 
resentation have been placed on these areas. 


When the District was formed only 14,000 people lived 
here. If the framers of the Constitution had intended that 
a city the size of today’s Washington be disenfranchised, 
they would have been thinking of a population equal to 
that of eight of the original 13 states. Obviously, they had 
no such intent. 


There is a significant precendent for redefining the 
District. The District originally included a portion of 
Virginia, most prominently the city of Alexandria. In 
1846, by a simple act of Congress, this region was ceded 
back to Virginia, reducing the size of the District by 
nearly one-third. 


In her history of Washington, Washington: Village and 
Capitol, 1800-1878, Constance Green writes: “In accept- 
ing the principle eventually written into the Constitution, 
that Congress must be supreme in the federal district, no 
one had equated sacrifice of state power with cancellation 
of political rights of citizens of the future federal 
territory.” History supports this evidence. 


Will D.C. Statehood 
increase your taxes ? 


The fact that this fear is sometimes expressed is part of 
the colonial mentality that afflicts this city. First, D.C. is 
already treated as a state for the purposes of many forms 
of Federal assistance. Secondly, it is inconceivable that 
Congress could treat this city worse than at present if 
D.C. were to have two voting Congressmen. Third, a 
recent report by the D.C. League of Women Voters 
points out that many states are currently doing better 
than the District in terms of Federal assistance. The 
report states: 


“Many states receive a greater percentage of their reve- 
nues from Federal funds than the District does, even 
when all matching funds and grants are included. In 1967, 
the total contribution of the Federal government to the 
District amounted to 29.8% of the city’s revenues. 
Thirteen states, in the same year, received the following 
proportions of the revenues from Federal funds: Alaska 
(56.7%), Arkansas (33.7%), Kentucky (32.1%), Missis- 
sippi (31.5%), Montana (32.9%), Nebraska (33.8%), 
Nevada (32.1%), New Mexico (31.7%), Oklahoma 
(31.9%), South Dakota (34.8%), Tennessee (34.5%), 
Utah (30.8%), Wyoming (41.2%).” 


Obviously, Statehood would not result in a lower Federal 
payment to the District. Thirteen states already receive a 
greater proportionate share of Federal funds than the 
District in providing the tax base for the annual operat- 
ing budget. A detailed, analysis of the impact of State- 
hood on the District’s financial problems will be pub- 
lished by the D.C. Statehood Party in the near future. 


What are the steps 
to Statehood ? 


1. The D.C. Statehood Party is requesting a referendum 
on ballot in the upcoming general election. This question 
would ask each District voter how he or she stands on the 
issue of Statehood. 


2. The D.C. Statehood Party petitions Congress for 
Statehood after the general election. 


3. Congress establishes the District as a “Territory” 
(perhaps leaving a small portion as the “Federal 
District”). 


4. The Territorial government holds an election for 
delegates to a Constitutional Convention to prepare a 
State Constitution. 


5: The Constitution is submitted to the people for 
ratification in a citywide referendum. 


6. Upon approval of the Constitution, the “Territory” 
thereupon petitions Congress to admit the District as the 
fifty-first state. 


7. By a majority vote of both Houses, Congress admits 
The District of Columbia into the union as the 51st State.

After a series of “live-ins” organized and di- 
rected by CORE in private apartment build- 
ings owned by real estate firms such as 
Cafritz and Calomris, Hobson called for a 
march on the District Building.

Commissioners enacting the present housing

Hobson led demonstrations to desegregate 
hospital facilities in the District—resulted in 
integration of hospital facilities and services. 
Hobson’s trip to jail in 1964 helped desegre- 
gate the Washington Hospital Center. 


Hobson was arrested in 1964 for a “sit-in” 
at the Benjamin Franklin School (school of 
accountancy and financial administration). 
This resulted in the complete desegregation 
of all private business schools (1964).

From 1964 to present, Hobson has worked 
for change in the D.C. Public Schools—from 
President of Slowe Elementary PTA in 1953 
to the successful Hobson v. Hansen court 
suit in 1967. This historic case resulted in the 
outlawing of the rigid track system, teacher 
segregation, differential expenditures per 
pupil, differential distribution of books and 
supplies, and the resignation of Carl Hansen 
as superintendent of schools. 


Hobson has participated in every organized 
Peace effort from 1963 to the present—result- 
ing in continued pressure on the Presidents 
to withdraw troops from Vietnam. He has 
spoken at every major Peace rally in Wash- 
ington—including the Moratorium, the Mo- 
bilizations, and the rally protesting the deaths 
of the Jackson State and Kent State students. 


As a member of the Emergency Committee 
on the Transportation Crisis (ECTC), Hob- 
son has actively protested the building of 
freeways and the bus fare increases as dis- 
crimination against the Black and the poor. 


Hobson elected to Advisory Committee to 
Chief of Police, 1964; participated in Police- 
Community Relations Training Program, 
1965; shadowed police with parabolic micro- 
phone to assure fair treatment of citizens and 
fight police brutality. 


Hobson has made a continued fight against 
discrimination in Federal employment—fil- 
ing the case Hobson v. Hampton in 1969— 
charging the Federal agencies with bias 
against Blacks, women, and Mexican-Amer- 
icans. Case, handled by ACLU, is pending 
in the U.S. District Court. As reported by 
Joe Young (8/31/31), his testimony in Con- 
gress resulted in key Congressional com- 
mittees endorsing the transfer of enforce- 
ment of the anti-discrimination program 
for Federal workers from the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission.

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THE RECIPROCAL INCOME TAX 


This year the Government of the Nation's 
Capital faces a financial crisis. Financing the 
Government of Washington, D.C., is made 
difficult by a gradual erosion of the tax base 
and the rising costs of providing governmental 
services. The need for vital city services is out- 
stripping the ability to pay for them without 
new sources of revenue. 


The proposed operating budget plus reserves for 
the Government of the District of Columbia 
totals $726,000,000. However, the budget in- 
creases planned for next year reflect the many 
uncontrollable costs of government that are re- 
quired by law, while new programs have been 
deferred. 


Despite “belt tightening’ measures designed to 
improve efficiency and cut costs, as well as an 
austere budgeting approach taken this year, a 
deficit of $90,300,000 exists in the financial 
plan for 1972 - a deficit that must be financed 
from new revenue sources if the current levels 
of government operation are to be maintained. 


In order to bridge the gap between revenues 
and expenditures, Mayor Walter E. Washington 
has proposed that: 


e The annual Federal contribution be in- 
creased by $27,000,000. 


e The rate of property taxation be increased 
30 cents to provide additional revenue of 
$11,700,000. 


e AND THAT A RECIPROCAL INCOME 
TAX BE ENACTED TO SUPPLY AN 
ESTIMATED $51,600,000 IN NEW 
REVENUE. 


THE RECIPROCAL INCOME TAX 
WILL: 


e PROVIDE A GREATLY NEEDED NEW 
SOURCE OF FUNDS TO FINANCE 
SERVICES AND PROGRAMS _IN- 
CLUDED IN THE 1972 AND FUTURE 
YEAR BUDGETS. 


ALLOW THE DISTRICT TO TAX IN- 
COME AT THE SOURCE WHERE IT IS 
EARNED AS DO ALL STATE-LEVEL 
JURISDICTIONS WHICH LEVY AN IN- 
COME TAX. 


HELP ASSURE THE ECONOMIC WELL- 
BEING OF THE ENTIRE METROPOLI- 
TAN REGION BY BOLSTERING THE 
LAGGING FINANCIAL RESOURCES OF 
ITS VITAL CENTRAL CORE. 


OBTAIN A FAIR SHARE OF FINAN- 
CIAL SUPPORT FROM THE LARGE 
NUMBER OF NONRESIDENTS WHO 
DERIVE THEIR LIVELIHOOD FROM 
THE DISTRICT AND USE ITS 
SERVICES. 


THE FOLLOWING QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS EXPLAIN THE RECIPROCAL IN- 
COME TAX PROPOSAL IN MORE DETAIL — 


e WHAT IT IS 


e HOW IT WORKS 


e WHY IT IS NEEDED 


1. WHAT IS THE RECIPROCAL 
INCOME TAX? 


Presently, income earned by nonresidents in 
the District is exempt from taxation. The 
reciprocal income tax plan, by removing that 
exemption, would extend the District income 
tax to a// income earned within its borders. 


Maryland and Virginia residents, earning 
income in the city, would be credited on their 
State tax returns for income taxes paid to the 
District. Similarly, D.C. residents, who earn 
income in Maryland, Virginia, or other states, 
would pay income taxes to those other states - 
not to the District. That is why the proposal is 
known as the “‘reciproca/ incume tax.” 


2. WHY SHOULD THE DISTRICT BE 
ALLOWED TO TAX THE INCOME 
EARNED BY NONRESIDENTS 
WITHIN ITS BOUNDARIES? 


Across the Nation the principle of taxing 
income where it is earned is commonly rec- 
ognized and applied. All states which levy 
income taxes have the authority to tax income 
earned within their boundaries - whether the 
individual to be taxed is a resident of that state 
or not. Twenty-six of the 39 states levying 
broad-based individual income taxes follow 
this practice. All cities with a municipal income 
tax, except Baltimore, apply that tax to all 
income earned within their borders. 


The District of Columbia is the only state- 
level taxing jurisdiction unab/e to tax nonresi- 
dent income-currently 55% of the total 
income earned within the city. There is no 
reason why the District should not be allowed 
the same taxing authority as other states and 
cities. Indeed, it is inequitable that the District 
should be denied this right. 


3. DO THE STATES OF MARYLAND 
AND VIRGINIA TAX NONRESI- 
DENT INCOME EARNED WITHIN 
THEIR BORDERS? 


Yes. The State of Maryland taxes the income 
earned within its borders by nonresidents from 
26 states; similarly, the State of Virginia taxes 
the incomes of nonresidents from 31 other 
states. 


. HOW DO THE STATES OF 
MARYLAND AND VIRGINIA 
TREAT INCOME EARNED OUT OF 
STATE BY THEIR RESIDENTS? 


Maryland residents earning income in 24 
other states pay taxes on that income to those 
states, not to the State of Maryland. Virginia 


residents earning income in 29 other states do 
not pay taxes on that income to the State of 
Virginia but to the other states in which the 
income is earned. 


Under the reciprocal income tax plan the 
States of Maryland and Virginia would treat 
the income earned by their residents in the 
District the same as they do income earned by 
their residents in most other states. 


5. DO MARYLAND AND VIRGINIA 
NOW TAX D.C. RESIDENTS 
WORKING IN THEIR STATES? 


No. However, the reciprocal income tax 
proposal assumes that these states will invoke 
their existing authority to tax these persons. 


6. WHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN THE RECIPROCAL 
INCOME TAX AND A COMMUTER 
TAX? 


The reciprocal income tax is not a commuter 
levy. The term “commuter tax” is commonly 
used to describe a tax levied by a city on the 
income earned within its borders by nonresi- 
dents, in addition to any state income tax they 
might pay. 

The reciprocal income tax would establish 
a Situation parallel to paying income tax to a 
state rather than paying a commuter tax to a 
city. Unlike a commuter tax, the reciprocal 
income tax would permit the taxpayer to take 
advantage of exemptions provided in District 
income tax law. Additionally, a commuter tax 
payment could not be deducted by the non- 
resident from his state income tax bill as could 


the reciprocal income tax payment. Finally, the 
reciprocal income tax pian would allow the 
States of Maryland and Virginia to tax District 
residents who earn income in their states, 
whereas the commuter tax does not provide for 
reciprocal arrangements. 


7. WHY SHOULD NONRESIDENTS 
HELP PAY FOR THE EXPENSES OF 
THE DISTRICT GOVERNMENT? 


The District, as the Nation’s Capital and a 
major commercial center, provides an employ- 
ment base for 280,000 nonresidents who com- 
prise over 1/2 of the total number of persons 
working in the city. In order to insure that 
the working day of the nonresident is made 
safer and more comfortable, the District Govern- 
ment must provide a variety of municipal 
services; for example, police and fire protection, 
traffic management, and sanitation. 


Nonresidents, who earn income in the Dis- 
trict, have never been called upon to bear a fair 
share of the costs of providing these city 
services from which they benefit, while District 
residents and the Federal Government have 
borne increasingly heavier burdens of support. 
In order for the District of Columbia to 
remain a vital center of commerce and employ- 
ment, the costs of its government must be 
Shared by all those who take part in its life and 
benefit from its services. 


. WHILE CERTAIN CITY SERVICES 
PROVIDED BY THE DISTRICT 
GOVERNMENT DIRECTLY 
AFFECT THE NONRESIDENT, 
HOW DO BUDGET EXPENDITURES 
FOR SOCIAL SERVICE PROGRAMS 
BENEFIT HIM? 


All residents of a metropolitan area have a 
stake in the health and vitality of its central 
core. By providing that the vital social functions 
of government such as education and health are 
continued, nonresidents are investing in the 
economic and social well-being of the entire 
metropolitan region. Social service programs 
benefit the nonresident in that they improve 
the quality of life in the city in which he works 
and visits. 


The revenue to be gained from the reciprocal 
income tax will help ease the financial crisis of 
the District and assure that it does not adversely 
affect the entire region; additional revenue also 
will help assure that the District of Columbia - 
the vital heart of the region - remains a viable, 
thriving, and interesting place in which to live, 
work, and visit. 


9. NONRESIDENTS ALREADY 
CONTRIBUTE TO THE DISTRICT 
BY THE FEDERAL PAYMENT 
SUPPORTED BY THEIR FEDERAL 
INCOME TAXES. WHY SHOULD 
THEY PAY MORE? 


The Federal payment represents a contribu- 
tion from all Americans for the Nation’s 
Capital City - from residents of the District, 
residents of neighboring states, and residents of 
all other states. 


There is a clear difference in the type of 
financial allegiance owed the District by resi- 
dents of Oregon or Maine, who earn no income 
in the District, and the type owed by residents 
of Maryland or Virginia, who earn their liveli- 
hood in the District. By the same token, District 
residents who earn income in Maryland or 
Virginia owe a fiscal allegiance to those states 
above what they indirectly contribute to those 
states through their F ederal income taxes. 


10. WHY PROPOSE TO TAX 
NONRESIDENTS? WHY NOT 
RAISE TAXES ON RESIDENTS 
OR SEEK AN INCREASE IN THE 
FEDERAL PAYMENT? 


The financial plan for the coming year 
proposes increased support from both the 
Federal Government and District residents by 
requesting an increase of $27,000,000 in the 
Federal payment and a 30 cent increase in the 
property tax rate. 


Over the last several years numerous tax 
increases - in the gasoline, liquor, sales, and 
income tax rates - have been enacted, bringing 
D.C. tax rates to a level comparable with the 
rates in surrounding jurisdictions. 


11. WHAT HAS THE DISTRICT 
GOVERNMENT DONE TO SAVE 
MONEY? 


This year the District Government has pre- 
sented an austere budget for Congressional 
consideration. Inaddition, several “belt tighten- 
ing’’ measures have been utilized within the last 
year to cut costs and meet necessary expendi- 
tures with already available money. They 
include: 


e A 2% across the board cut in city services 
curtailing various programs in all city 
departments. 

(Saving $11,000,000) 


@ Elimination of 900 city jobs. 
(Saving $8 400,000) 


@ Two personnel freezes. 
(Saving $11,000,000) 


@ Absorption of 15% of many cost increases, 
such as salaries. 
(Saving $17,600,000) 


12. HOW MUCH MONEY IS 
INVOLVED FOR THE DISTRICT 
AND THE ADJOINING STATES? 


It is estimated that $51,600,000 in additional 
revenue will be available to the District through 
a reciprocal income tax. The losses to the 
treasuries of Virginia and Maryland are estimated 
at approximately $28 000,000 for Maryland and 
$17,000,000 for Virginia. 


While Maryland and Virginia will lose money, 
in the past the District has lost incalculable 
revenues by being denied the right to tax 
income earned within its borders. Meanwhile, 
both Maryland and Virginia have benefited 
substantially by taxing both the income of 
their residents earned within the District as well 
as the income of nonresidents earned in their 
states. 


13. WOULD NONRESIDENTS PAY 
MORE TAXES TO THE DISTRICT 
THAN TO THEIR HOME 
JURISDICTIONS UNDER THE 
RECIPROCAL INCOME TAX 
PLAN? 


Only when D.C. tax rates exceed Maryland 
or Virginia rates for particular taxpayers. This 
is more likely to occur at higher income levels. 


14. TAXPAYERS IN MARYLAND 
PAY A COUNTY TAX IN 
ADDITION TO STATE INCOME 
TAX. WOULD THAT “PIGGY 
BACK” TAX BE AFFECTED BY 
THIS PROPOSAL? 


No. The proposal would have no effect on 
Maryland county taxes. County taxes are 
computed before deductions for income taxes 
paid other jurisdictions are credited.

Today I learned that the Post Office Department will soon announce 
a sizable reduction in personnel -- focused primarily on laying- 
off District employees during the Department's first phase of 
reducing the total number of Postal workers. Unemployment in the 
District may well rise from an already alarming 8% to more than 
10%.

The test of the Hatch Act and the Non-Voting Delegate law is now 
before the courts. Hobson vows to continue the fight in that arena 
until it is won. 

"I am personally reluctant to enter this race with the cards so 
stacked against democratic participation and in favor of continuing 
the duopolistic power of the Democratic and Republican parties,"

(1) Each registered voter signing a nominating petition 
should print or type his name and address. He must 
also SIGN HIS NAME LEGIBLY. Signatures must be 
written, not printed. 

(2) Each person signing a petition must be a registered 
voter in the District, and im the case of a person 
signing a petition for ward candidate, he must be 
registered in the ward from which the candidate seeks 
election. 

(3) A person shall not sign a petition for his or her 
spouse. 

(4) A woman must sign her given mame, i.e., ‘Mary Smith", 
and not... Mrs. John smith 

(5) Each voter signing a petition must sign his own name 
and and may not authorize anyone else to sign for hin. 
If a voter is unable to sign his name, but wishes to 
endorse the petition of a candidate, he may make his 
mark in the space for signature. The signature will 
not be counted unless the person witnessing the mark 
attaches to the petition an affidavit attesting that 
he explained the contents of the petition to the per- 
son and witnessed that person's ‘marking’ the petition. 
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(6) Although only the registered voter may enter his 
Signature on the petition, it is the responsibility 
of the candidate and the circulator to make certain 
that the printed name and address are filled in for 
each signer before the signatures can be counted as 
valid. This information may be obtained from lists 
of registered voters in the District of Columbia, 
which will be available at the office of the Board. 

(7) A voter may sign more than one petition for the same 
office, but may not sign the petition for any one 
candidate more than once. 


C. Assembling of Petition Sheets: 
(1) Before the nominating petition is filed, all sheets 
~ which comprise the petition must be assembled and 

serially numbered. The Board may refuse to accept 
any petition which has not been so assembled and 
numbered. 

(2) Petitions must meet all requirements of the law. 
The Board may reject any petition that is confusing, 
misleading or does not conform to the D.C. Election 


Act, as amended, and the regulations of the D.C. 
Board of Elections and Ethics.

The order in which the names of the candidates for the 
general election for Delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention will appear on the ballot will be determined 
by lot at a time to be announced by the Board.

PURPOSE 


This Information Circular is a guide for those per- 
sons interested in being a candidate from a Single 
Member District. 


WHAT IS AN ADVISORY NEIGHBORHOOD 
COMMISSION? 


An Advisory Neighborhood Commission or ANC 
is a commission comprised of persons in your area 
elected by you and your neighbors who may advise 
the District on matters of public policy including 
planning, streets, recreation, social service pro- 
grams, health, safety, and sanitation in that neigh- 
borhood commission area. | 


SINGLE MEMBER DISTRICT 


A Single Member District or SMD is a smaller 
area, containing approximately 2,000 residents with- 
in an ANC. The district will be represented by 
one person elected from that district to the com- 
mission, therefore, it is called a Single Member 
District. These district commissioners, one from 


each SMD will comprise the membership of an 
ANC. 


HOW TO QUALIFY AS A CANDIDATE FOR 
SMD COMMISSIONER. 


A candidate must be a registered qualified elector; 
have lived in the district he seeks to represent for 
60 days preceding the date on which the petitions 
are filed; hold no other elected office; and file a 


petition containing the signatures of not less than 


25 registered qualified electors who are residents’ 
of the SMD from which he seeks election. 


DESIGNATION OF ANC’S AND SMD’S 


Because of the difficulty of lengthy geographical 
designations for each ANC, the Board has devised 
a system of numbers and letters to designate each 
ANC and the SMD’s comprising it. The first 
number denotes the ward of which that ANC 1s a 
part. The letter which follows indicates the ANC. 
The two following numbers indicate the SMD 
within the ANC. For example: there are 6 ANC’s 
in Ward 7, each of which is divided into a varying 
number of SMD’s. 7A06 means the voter is in 
Ward 7, the first ANC (A being the first letter of 
the alphabet) and the 6th SMD in that ANC. 
Another resident may be in 7F03 (Ward 7, the 
sixth ANC) (F being the 6th letter of the alphabet) 
and the 3rd SMD in that ANC. This number and 
letter designation will appear on the voter card and 
the ballot. Realizing that these ANC-SMD identi- 
fications do not relate to a geographical area, the 
Board has designed maps showing the ANC and 
SMD boundaries, with their respective alphabetic 
numeric designations. These maps may be picked 
up from Room 7 of the District Building, SMD 
candidate petitions will have maps of the pertinent 
areas. 


ELIGIBILITY TO SIGN PETITIONS 


All registered voters may sign the petition of a 
candidate for election from the SMD in which 
that voter resides.

WHAT IS THE LENGTH OF RESIDENCY 


REQUIREMENT? 


If you register by October 5, 1981 you are eligible 
to vote in the November 3, 1981 election. 


WHERE MAY I REGISTER? 


You may register in person in Room 7 of the Dis- 
trict Building or you may register by mail. 


D.C. Mail registration applications may be picked 
up at libraries. Simply fill in the requested infor- 
mation and deposit the application in a mailbox. 
A notification of registration will then be mailed 
to you. 


PERMANENT REGISTRATION 


Once you have registered as a voter in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, you may continue to vote 
without registering again as long as you remain 
a qualified voter and vote at least once every 
four years.

1. The challenge to a nominating petition is provided 
for by D.C. Code, section 1—2108 (p) {tiemand. (2). The 
statute set forth both the duty of the Board with respect 
to certification and the proper procedure to be utilized 
by an elector to challenge the validity of the petition. 
No other procedure is valid. ; ; 


2. In the case of the Board of Elections for the District 
of Columbia: et al. Vv. Democratic Central Committee for the 
District of Columbia, decided February 27, 1963, Case #6577, 
cited at 300 A 2d 725 (D.C. Court of Appeals), our Court of 
Appeals, which is similar to a State Supreme Court, stated, 


"the statute specifically authorizes the Board 

to accept a nominating petition if it has been 
properly filed and posted for a ten-day period. 
The statute is clear on its face and, even though 
appellees (parties to the case) are convinced the 
statutory scheme is inadequate, this court will 
not attempt to judicially legislate a meaning 
different from that contemplated by Congress." 
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With the state of the law thus spelled out, the 
Board presents briefly an outline of the procedure to 
be.used at any such hearing. s 


The proceedings are adversary in nature with the 
Board presiding in a quasi judicial role. The Board 
will decide issues of fact and apply the applicable 
law to the facts. 


The basic rules of fair play, due process, equal 
protection, etc., are observed by the Board. 


All evidence will be under oath and voter registration 
cards when appropriate will be made available to the parties 
by the Board.

STATEHOOD AND THE FEDERAL PAYMENT PLAN 


There has been opposition to the idea of establishing a State consisting of all 
the area now covered by the District of Columbia, except a small federal enclave 
including the Mall and running from the Library of Congress to the Lincoln Memor- 
ial. Apparently the main reason why a "Home Rule" bill has been preferred to a 
"Statehood" bill is the liklihood that statehood would eliminate the "federal 
payment" and would thus deprive the local government of needed revenue. 


However, we believe that as a State the local government would be in a better 
position to meet its financial needs than it now is under the present arrangements 
which put Congress in a position of substantial fiscal control. Recent figures 
indicate that thirteen of the fifty states receive higher percentages of their 
revenues from federal funds than does the District of Columbia. 


With freedom to enact its own tax laws (consistent with the constitution) and 
with freedom to make its own appropriations from the proceeds of its own taxes, 
we believe that the State of Columbia could take better advantage of federal 
grant-in-aid programs available to all the states and could increase its reve- 
nues by such measures as recipyical taxation on incomes earned in the State by 
nonresidents. These measures, we believe, would more than make up for the loss 
of a specifically appropriated federal payment. As for the large amount of tax- 
exempt real estate in the present District of Columbia, it would seem that we are 
not unique in this respect. Except for federal property and such properties as 
embassies, etc., where constitutional or legal provisions beyond the control of 

a State may preclude future local taxation, the new State would be i ac position 
to make its own tax laws and for the future could undoubtedly include,the taxable 
category some kinds of properties which may now be exempt. Even as to consti- 
tutionally exempt properties, it would seem that the usual charges could legally 
be made for utility services provided such as water and sewerage, and a State, 
acting from a position of relative independence, could perhaps negotiate with the 
owners of such individual tax-exempt properties to obtain voluntary payments to 
cover such more general services as fire protection, police protection, etc. 
There is precedent for this in certain cities throughout the country which have 
much tax exempt property within their boundaries. 


In summary, it is believed that Statehood is the best form of self-government for 
the inhabitants of the present District of Columbia and, in any event, it should 

be considered on its own merits without regard to these supposed financial problems 
which we believe would be capable of solution by a strong State government operating 
within the Constitution of the United States.

ALLIES CHASE COMMUNISTS ACROSS SOUTHERN FRANCE 


PARIS, Feb. 12, 1978: South Vietnamese troops 
with American logistic and air support today moved 
to within 14 miles of the Paris suburbs in their 
continuing effort to cut off the flow of supplies 
along the elusive Ho Chi Minh trail. 

White House sources denied the move marked a 
widening of the war effort, while a spokesman for 
the Pentagon confidently announced that the de- 
fensive exercise would produce a military victory 
and a just peace "within six months." 

When President Agnew was elected to the 
presidency in 1976, on a peace platform, he 
promised voters that if elected he would use his 
"secret plan" to end the war. Since the inauger- 
ation, American forces have supported South Viet- 
namese incursions into Cambodia, Laos, North Viet- 
nam, Thailand, India, Turkey, Italy, Switzerland 
and now France. Even more alarming, reliable 
reports indicate that U.S. reconaissance planes 
have traced the trail as far west as Montreal. 
Although the President's plan to end the war is 
still secret, last week's Harris Poll showed that 
84 per cent of the people supported it. 


One of the more disturbing truths of recent years is that 
yesterday's satire tends:to be today's reality. Two years 
ago, only Art Buchwald would have had the audacity to describe 
a bombing raid as "protective retaliation." And only the 
ultra-conservative Chicago Tribune would have had the gall 
to describe a large-scale land invasion a "defensive incursion." 
And who would have dreamed that the best way to wind down the 
war would be to expand it into Cambodia and Laos?

Present home rule proposals require the adoption of two 
constitutional amendments. One amendment would 
permit voting representation in the Senate and the House 
and the other would permit a limited form of home rule. 


Each of these amendments would require a two-thirds 
vote of each house for passage, and ratification by the leg- 
islatures of three-fourths of the states. The states could 
take up to seven years to complete each ratification 
process. 


Statehood could be achieved much more easily. Congress 
could grant the city statehood by simple majority vote of 
both houses. Concerning the Constitutional provision 
for a Federal District, Congress could either simply not 
exercise its power (as has already been done in the case of 
innumerable Federal buildings and lands around the 
country) or could redefine the District to be as small as 
one city block.

Further, the country 
was formed out of the compromise of sometimes conflict- 
ing special interests. The rights granted states, while per- 
haps being a crude and less than noble compromise, did 
permit union. Today, the nation’s Black residents are 
struggling to burst free of the tyranny of a white majority. 
The creation of the first predominantly Black state would 
be a step in that direction, and would also be of aid in 
creating a sense of union in this bitterly fragmented coun- 
try. It is not only possible for the District to become the 
51st State, it is critical that residents join hands to achieve 
this goal. 


How will D.C. Statehood 
benefit you ?

Perhaps the most important benefit is that Statehood 
would virtually guarantee the District full suffrage in per- 
petuity. Only byconsent of the people of the District wish- 
ing to merge with some other state or wishing to break up 
into smaller states could Congress take away Statehood. 
While states may be admitted by majority vote, the Con- 
stitution makes no provision for the dissolution of states 
by congressional action. 


What willhappen to 
the ‘’Federal City” if 
D.C. becomes a State ? 


Dozens of other stable countries, including England, 
France and West Germany, managed to grant self- 
government to their capital cities without endangering 
the national image. Should a problem arise, the National 
government here has abundant powers to prevent riots as 
has been demonstrated by the use of Federal troops in 
other cities in recent years. Besides, District residents, 
along with other U.S. citizens are a disenfranchised, 
colonized people starkly aware that they present a far 
more dangerous threat to the Federal government than 
do people who enjoy the fruits of full suffrage. 


Another thing to consider is the “special Federal 
character” of numerous communities in the country that 
have full suffrage. For example, the Congressional 
districts of Joe T. Broyhill or L. Mendel Rivers contain 
more Federal installations than did Wasington, D.C. for 
many years of its history, yet no restrictions in elected rep- 
resentation have been placed on these areas. 


When the District was formed only 14,000 people lived 
here. If the framers of the Constitution had intended that 
a city the size of today’s Washington be disenfranchised, 
they would have been thinking of a population equal to 
that of eight of the original 13 states. Obviously, they had 
no such intent. 


There is a significant precendent for redefining the 
District. The District originally included a portion of 
Virginia, most prominently the city of Alexandria. In 
1846, by a simple act of Congress, this region was ceded 
back to Virginia, reducing the size of the District by 
nearly one-third. 


In her history of Washington, Washington: Village and 
Capitol, 1800-1878, Constance Green writes: “In accept- 
ing the principle eventually written into the Constitution, 
that Congress must be supreme in the federal district, no 
one had equated sacrifice of state power with cancellation 
of political rights of citizens of the future federal 
territory.” History supports this evidence. 


Will D.C. Statehood 
increase your taxes ? 


The fact that this fear is sometimes expressed is part of 
the colonial mentality that afflicts this city. First, D.C. is 
already treated as a state for the purposes of many forms 
of Federal assistance. Secondly, it is inconceivable that 
Congress could treat this city worse than at present if 
D.C. were to have two voting Congressmen. Third, a 
recent report by the D.C. League of Women Voters 
points out that many states are currently doing better 
than the District in terms of Federal assistance. The 
report states: 


“Many states receive a greater percentage of their reve- 
nues from Federal funds than the District does, even 
when all matching funds and grants are included. In 1967, 
the total contribution of the Federal government to the 
District amounted to 29.8% of the city’s revenues. 
Thirteen states, in the same year, received the following 
proportions of the revenues from Federal funds: Alaska 
(56.7%), Arkansas (33.7%), Kentucky (32.1%), Missis- 
sippi (31.5%), Montana (32.9%), Nebraska (33.8%), 
Nevada (32.1%), New Mexico (31.7%), Oklahoma 
(31.9%), South Dakota (34.8%), Tennessee (34.5%), 
Utah (30.8%), Wyoming (41.2%).” 


Obviously, Statehood would not result in a lower Federal 
payment to the District. Thirteen states already receive a 
greater proportionate share of Federal funds than the 
District in providing the tax base for the annual operat- 
ing budget. A detailed, analysis of the impact of State- 
hood on the District’s financial problems will be pub- 
lished by the D.C. Statehood Party in the near future. 


What are the steps 
to Statehood ? 


1. The D.C. Statehood Party is requesting a referendum 
on ballot in the upcoming general election. This question 
would ask each District voter how he or she stands on the 
issue of Statehood. 


2. The D.C. Statehood Party petitions Congress for 
Statehood after the general election. 


3. Congress establishes the District as a “Territory” 
(perhaps leaving a small portion as the “Federal 
District”). 


4. The Territorial government holds an election for 
delegates to a Constitutional Convention to prepare a 
State Constitution. 


5. The Constitution is submitted to the people for 
ratification in a citywide referendum. 


6. Upon approval of the Constitution, the “Territory” 


thereupon petitions Congress to admit the District as the 
fifty-first state. 


7. By a majority vote of both Houses, Congress admits 
The District of Columbia into the union as the 5[st State.

LOU RONICA was born in 1933 and grew up 
in a coal-mining family in Pennsylvania. He graduated 
from Penn State and did graduate work in physics 

at the University of Maryland. 


A resident of the District of Columbia for 20 
years, Lou has been working for the political, 
economic and racial equality of people here since 
the early sixties. At that time, Lou became Execu- 
tive Director of the DC Chapter of Americans for 
Democratic Action. As a member of ADA and 
CORE, he was involved in many efforts to improve 
conditions: assisting a self-help housing project in 
the Fides House Neighborhood, eliminating the 
man-in-the-house restriction in welfare cases, lob- 
bying Congress for the DC minimum wage law, 
working for home rule from 1962-66 including the 


Free DC movement, challenging the DC Public 


Schools administration under Supt. Hansen from 
1963 until the successful Hobson suit in 1967, 
and opposing freeway expansion by testimony and 
later successful direct action against the North Leg 
and Three Sisters Bridge with the Emergency 
Committee on the Transportation Crisis. 


His work in electoral politics began with at- 
tempts to change the local Democratic Central 
Committee in 1964. He was active. in attempts to 
oust Congressman Howard (Judge) Smith of Vir- 
ginia in 1964 and 1966 and efforts to organize 
against Congressman MacMillan in his home 
district in 1964 — because of their actions in Con- 
gress against DC. In 1967-68 he worked in Dem- 
ocrats for Peace and Progress to oppose U.S. war 
policies. He supported local efforts for Eugene Mc- 
Carthy and Robert Kennedy in 1968. He cam- 
paigned for Julius Hobson in the school board 
elections of 1968 and 1969, and for Charles Cas- 
sell and Bardyl Tirana in 1969. In 1970, Lou 


_ worked on the campaigns of John Cashin of the 


National Democratic Party of Alabama, Sammie 

A.A. Rayner and Calvin Lockridge — anti-Daley 
candidates in Chicago, and Ron Hecker — anti- 
war candidate in Michigan's 19th Congressional 
District.

HOBSON ANNOUNCES FOR CONGRESS 
RUNS FOR "STATEHOOD, A TWO PARTY SYSTEM, 
AND TAKING CARE OF PEOPLE'S BUSINESS FIRST" 


JULIUS W. HOBSON today announced that he will seek election 
to Congress in the March 23 general election as the candidate of the 
DC Statehood Party. Hobson said he was running for four basic reasons: 

--In response to a growing draft Hobson movement in the CIUY. 

~-In order to press the issue of statehood for the District 
of Columbia. 

--In order to build a new party that will give Washington a 
two-party system for the first time in years. An effective chal- 
lenge to the present two-party system would not only have important 
local consequences, Hobson noted, but significant national impli- 
cations as well, 

--In order to give the people of the District the chance to se- 
lect a candidate who is running on the basis of performance and 
record rather than on the basis of promises, image and friendship 
with celebrities. 

Hobson, who described the recent Democratic primary campaign 
as "pathetic," pointed out that while other candidates were "chasing 
each other around the cocktail and civic meeting circuit,” he was 
in court actively seeking changes in the "grossly unfair election 
laws of this city -- including the Hatch Act. The other candidates 


talked about the need for reform of the Hatch Act, for example, but 
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Or 
I am the only one who has done anything about it." 

The test of the Hatch Act and the Non-Voting Delegate law is now 
before the courts. Hobson vows to continue the fight in that arena 
until it is won. 

"I am personally reluctant to enter this race with the cards so 
stacked against democratic participation and in favor of continuing 
the duopolistic power of the Democratic and Republican parties," 
Hobson stated, "but as the primary campaign went on, the demands 
that I run increased rather than lessened, until I felt I must take 
up the challenge." 

Hobson went on: "I think people realized that the Democratic 
candidates -- while nice fellows -- were really serving as gladiators 
sent into the arena to do battle for the competing power blocs of 
the Democratic Party, nationally and locally. The voters of the 
District know that in me they have a candidate who will take care 
of the people's business first, just as I have been doing for more than 
a decade in DC," 

"There's been a lot of speculation about what sort of man this 
candidate or that candidate would be on the Hill. Well, you don't 
have to speculate about Julius Hobson. Just look at my record." 

"I'm in this race to win and I expect to. We have the issue, 
statehood, the record, and the tenacity. We don't have any big 
spenders backing my campaign -- if I could get hold of the sort of 
money some of the other candiates have spend, I'd use for the people 
of the District rather than for getting myself elected. We don't 
have hired image-makers creating pretty television commercials that 


tell you as much about the candidate as a TV ad tells you about any 
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product. What we have is will-power, foot-power and people-power. 
Wetre getting ready for the walkingest, talkingest campaign this town 
has ever seen. You aren't going to find Julius Hobson buying his 
way into your livingroom over TV. I'm going to be out on the streets 
telling people about the sham job Congress is trying to put over 
them, how the other candidates have fallen for it, and what I intend 
Gordo about it. 

In order to run for Congress, Hobson took a leave of absence 
from his post as director of the non-profit Washington Institute for 
Quality Education, The 49-year-old activist was the first elected 
local official in DC in this century, winning a seat on the first 
elected School Board. 

Hobson's local record stretches back to the 1950's. Perhaps 
his most famous victory was the Wright decision on DC schools, handed 
down in 1967, which outlawed the track system, teacher segregation, 
differential expenditures per pupil and differential distribution of 
books and supplies. Hobson also organized a three year CORE campaign 
that produced some 4,000 jobs for blacks in downtown stores in the 
early sixties. He has fought in court and elsewhere against anti- 
black discrimination in the federal government and has been heavily 
involved in the anti-freeway, peace and self-government movements. 

Among those backing Hobson and the DC Statehood movement are 
Charles Cassell, member of the DC School Board; Rev. William Wendt, 
Bettie Randall, who is serving as campaign coordinator; Sam Abbott and 
many other long-time foes of freeways; Sam Smith, member of the DC 


Democratic Central Committee and editor of the DC Gazette; Attorney 


Jack Dowdey; and Chauncey Thomas,

In an environment defined by such unhealthy attitudes it should not be surprising 
that the predominantly Negro schools show a pronounced intrinsic tendency to 
slide into pathology and hopelessness. This of course affects the schools' teachers 
of whatever race whose own demoralization and low expectations communicate 
back to the children (and) contribute further to the schools! social disintegration 
in a vicious though understandable circle.'"'*

Mr. President: 


“ With regard to the pending appointments to the D,C, City 
Counéfl, may I respectfully call to your attention the Reorgani- 
zation Plan of 1967 for the District of Columbia.as it delineates 
the composition of the City Council. Section (b) reads in part: 
"Appointments to the Council shall be made with a view toward 
achieving a Council membership which will be broadly representa- 
tive of the District of Columbia community." 


In the recent election for D.C. Non-Voting Delegate to the 
House of Representatives, the D.C. Statehood Party polled more 
than 15,000 votes, or,13.2percent of all’ votes cast. Thus 
15,000 people indicated that the Democratic and Republican 
parties do not represent them, by voting for a party that had 
strongly repudiated the platforms and styles of the two major 
parties. The result was the establishing of a third party in 
the District of Columbia, with a legal right to a place on the 
ballot, with a larger vote than third parties in almost any city 
in the country. 


We therefore feel that there is no rational way to construe 
the City Council as "broadly representative" of the D.C. community 
until the Statehood Party is represented by a seat on the Council. 
We wish to point out that, although the Republican Party polled 
only 12 percent more of the votes cast (29,000 votes or 25 percent) 
than did the Statehood Party, there are now five Republicans on 
the Council with a sixth Republican appointment pending -- a 
clear violation of the intent of the law. We are not asking for a 
partisan appointment policy, but merely for recognition of the 
fact that there is clear discrimination against third party voters 
in the city on the presently constituted Council. 


The Statehood Party therefore wishes to submit a list of 
names of persons connected with the Party from its inception who 
we feel would be able to represent the 15,000 persons who voted 
for the Party, or the almost 100,000 people that the Party's 
percentage represents in the total District population. We urge 
you to consider very seriously the question of representation

Convention chooses Cassell 


At precisely four o'clock, the first city- 
wide D. C. Statehood Party convention began to 
deliberate the most important agenda item: the 
selection of a candidate for non-voting Dele- 
gate in Congress. For weeks prior to the con- 
vention, speculation was rampant concerning who 
was most likely to succeed, but there were no 
Harris Polls or newspaper samplings available 
to satisfy the speculators. At one point dur- 
ing a sure fit of madness, the speculators be- 
gan to toss my name around. Fortunately, I was 
faced with the same problem as Julian Bond -- 
that of not being the legal age to qualify as 
a candidate; so I was saved this time from the 
electoral fish bowl. 


Now the moment of the unveiling was rapid- 
ly approaching which would end the speculator's 
whims. Just before noon at the convention, 
while I was contemplating whether to order 
lunch from Mary Lanier's soul kitchen or pop 
out to Whitby's for a quick beer and corned 
beef sandwish, Lou Aronica asked me to chair 
the nomination section. The convention was 
ready to begin; so, after a brief prefacing 
statement, I opened Ehe floor for nominations. 
Co-Chairman Van Richardson, clad in brown knick- 
ers and wire-rimmed glasses, nominated Charles - 
Cassell and it was immediately seconded. Then 
Bud Haas nominated Co-Chairman Mike Lewis, and 
with equal vigor Josephine Butler also was se- 
lected and nominations were closed. 

Each candidate then was given an opportu- 
nity to address the convention for five minutes 
and to answer questions from the floor. The 
choiée of candidates was indeed of excellent 
quality. Josephine Butler is known for her tire 
less energy and service to the community. She 


serves on numerous community boards and is ac- 


‘tive in many Statehood Party projects. 


Mike Lewis, a Party Co-Chairman, played a 
major role in directing last year's campaign for 
Julius, and most recently he has represented the 
Party at the Board of Education meetings sup- 
porting the Faculty and students of F.C.C. in 
their fight against an unresponsive board and 
college administration. 

Charles Cassell, also a Party Co-Chairman, 
a member of the D.C. Board of Education who is 
widely known for his opposition to the adminis- 
tration of Anita Allen. Cassell, whose -appear- 
ance resembles Frederick Douglass, has relent- 
lessly fought against opporession in D. C. His 


most recent efforts range from opposing addi- 
tional freeway construction, lobbying agins 
tional freeway construction, lobbying against 
the youth curfew, while preparing for the Black 
Political Convention in Gary, Ind. 


Following the candidates' remarks, each 
delegate received a ballot and was instructed 
to select one of the three candidates. Sens- 
ing the lateness of the hour, Lou Aronica and 
I quickly collected and counted the ballots. 

We found that the convention by a majority vote 
had selected Charles Cassell, who had just ad- 
dressed us about the failure of the present 
Delegate to demand full rights for D.C. while 
he was in Congress -- now he intends to go to 
political conventions with a piece of paper to 
talk about our rights. 

Now, we must finish the task of building 
an organization and a platform to support Char- 
les Cassell in our effort of running against 
the machine. - A.W.

In this space the CALL hopes to explore 
questions of feasibility of the Statehood solu- 
tion. Charles Mason, a DCSTP member, and stu- 
dent of government and political history, 
presents here his answer to the question: Can 
the citizens of the Federal City govern them- 
selves" 


Article I, Section 8, of the Constitution 
of the United States provides that the Congress 
shall have power to "exercise exclusive legis- 
lation . .. over such District (not exceeding 
ten miles square) as may, by cession of parti- 
cular States, and the acceptance of Congress, 
become the Seat of the Government of the United 
States, and to exercise like authority over all 
places purchased by the consent of the Legisla- 
ture of the State in which the same shall be, 
for the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, 
dock-yards, and other needful buildings: . a 


In a series of acts passed in 1788, 1789, 
1791, 1792 and 1793 Maryland ceded to the United 
States the lana “hich now constitutes the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. By Acts or Comgress passed 
in 1790 and 1791 the United States accepted the 
ceded territory and fixed its boundaries. This 
land, together with other land ceded by Virginia, 
made up the original District of Columbia which 
was essentially ten miles square with the corners 
North, East, South, and West. The land which was 
formerly part of Virginia was called the County 
of Alexandria. This latter land was retroceded 
to Virginia in 1846 and I shall not refer to it 
further. The land which was formerly part of 
Maryland was called the County of Washington and 
included within its boundaries two municipalities, 
namely the City of Washington and the City of 
Georgetown. The City of Washington included what 
can be generally described as downtown Washing~ 
ton extending as far North as Florida Avenue. 

The parts of the District of Columbia South and 
East of the Anacostia River and North of Florida 
Avenue were not part of either city but were part 
of the County of Washington, The: City of Wash- 
ington was incorporated by Congress in 1802 and 
the charter was amended in 1812, 1820 and 1848. 

_ The City of Georgetown was chartered by Maryland 


tence. Its charter was modified several times, 
both by Maryland and by Congress. In 1812 the 


Songress also detined the functions of the "levy 
sourt'' which operated what were considered 
county functions, such as maintaining a prison 
and laying out roads in the parts of the District 

- outside the Cities of Georgetown and Washington. 
These functions were further defined by con- 
gressional acts in 1862 and 1863. 


In 1871 Congress enacted what is now often 
referred to as a territorial "homé rule" act 
providing for a governor, appointed by the 
president with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and a bicameral legislative assembly 
consisting of an appointed council of 11 mem- 
bers and an elected house of delegates of 22 
members. Then, as now, there was provision for 
a non-voting delegate in Congress. The Act also 
provided for a Board of Health and a Board of 
Public Works, each appointed by the President 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. The 
former city governments of Washington and 
Georgetown and the former levy court of the 
County of Washington were abolished, but the 
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boundaries of these former municipalities re- 
mained significant for two reasons: 

(a) All laws and ordinances of the two 
cities and of the levy court, not 
inconsistent with the 1871 Act, re- 
mained in effect until modified or 
repealed by Congress or by the legis- 
lative assembly; 

Only property within the limits of 

the City of Washington was to be taxed 
to pay the debts of the former Wash- 
ington city government, and likewise 
for the City of Georgetown. 


(b) 


The territorial government of the District 
of Columbia established by the 1871 Act had a 
brief and stormy career. There were charges of 
overexpenditure, favoritism in the letting of 
contracts, etc., mostly in connection with the 
laying out, grading and paving of streets under 
the control of the appointive Board of Public 
Works. The story is told in The Uncivil War, 
by James H. Whyte, New York, Twayne Publishers, 
1958. Although the misconduct, if there was 
any, seems to have been that of Presidentially- 
appointed officials not that of the elected 
members of the house of delegates, the Congress 
in 1874 abolished the territorial government 
including the iegiSiative assembly, the position 
of non-voting delegate to Congress, ana in fact 
the whole thing. There was substituted a 
Presidentially-appointed Commission, including 
as one of the Commissioners an officer of the 
Engineer Corps of the Army detailed to the posi- 
tion by the President. With some revisions in 
1878, the commission form of government con- : 
tinued until 1967 when President Lyndon Johnson, 
by Reorganization Plan No. 3, provided for the 
present single Commissioner (the 'Mayor"') and 
an appointive District of Columbia Council 
(the "City Council").

The short-lived territorial government 
which existed from 1871 to 1874 enacted various 
laws and ordinances which still remain in effect. 
Like the city government of Washington that 
preceded it, it passed legislation forbidding 
discrimination in various kinds of public 
accommodations. The continued validity of these 


‘public accommodation acts formed the basis for 


the case of District of Columbia v. John R. 
Thompson Co., Inc. 346 U.S. 100 (1953). The 
Supreme Court's decision in this case resulted 
in general compliance with these ordinances, 


which for many years had been ignored by most 
restaurant owners. 


The short life of the territorial govern- 
ment should emphasize in our minds the vulner- 
ability of any "home rule" legislation which 
merely delegates to a local government the 
exercise of some of the constitutional power of 
Congress over the District. The statehood pro- 
posal, on the other hand, reduces the size of 
the District of Columbia to include only the 
Capitol, the White House, the Supreme Court 
building, the Senate and House Office Buildings, 
etc., together with intervening uninhabited 
park land, and establishes a State of Columbia 
consisting of the remainder of the present 


law forbidding playing ball in an alley does

__ The DC Statehood Party, through its co- 


chairpersons, decided to support the faculty and 


students at Federal City College, since the 
actions of the president and the B.H.E. have run 


counter to the party's belief in institutional 
democracy, and since the problems at FCC are 
tied up in the colonial structure of govern- 
ment in the District of Columbia. At the 
January 22 "hearing,'' Mike Lewis delivered a 
statement that was prepared by several DC , 


_ Statehood Party members with the assistance of — 
_ Julius Hobson. In addition to pointing out 


specific reasons the party was supporting the 


students and faculty, we mentioned that "The 


DC Statehood Party believes in more than just 
statehood for DC. We believe that all the insti 
tutions of the city-state should be structured 
as best to serve the people that they are 
intended to serve. To this end, we propose that 
the Board of Higher Education consist of elected 
students, faculty, and community representatives 
The appointment of the president of the college 
to a specified term should be subject to rati- 
fication by a majority of both the student body 
and the faculty."" When the earlier "hearing" 
was rescheduled to February 12 in the Council 
Chambers of the District Building, some 400 
people, mostly FCC students, jammed the room 
(after a hassle with the board members to let 
everyone into the room), and most of these 
people stayed for a full 5 1/2 hours. The 
student government (People's Government Assoc- 
iation) had adopted, independently, the position 
of removing Randolph-and replacing the present 
board by an elected one. Van Richardson gave a 
rousing ad-lib speech on behalf of the DC State- 
hood Party indicating that the party would back 
the students and faculty in both word and deed. 


As one result of the hearings, Roger Jones, 


-the board memt er from Connecticut who chaired 


the hearings, has come to his senses and has 
offered to resign. Commissioner Washington has 
not come to his senses yet, for he has refused 
to con.ider the resignation until he fills what 
will be 5 vacancies as of February 29 (there are 
9 seats on the board). In the meantime, Harland 
Randolph is still president of FCC, and the 
board seems ready to adopt a slight modification 
of his proposals: So where do we go from here? 
One possibility would be for students, faculty, 
and taxpayers to get involved in a lawsuit. 

Tr .e is already a lawsuit pending--the plain- 
tiffs are three faculty members from the nursing 
division who were tired last Septemper by 
Randolph without a hearing or any kind of due 
process. Other possibilities involve taking the 
issue to the commumity and demanding a restruc- 
turing of the board along democratic lines. 
Whatever course of action is taken by students, 


faculty, and commumity groups, the battle will 
be a long and hard one, and it won't be over 
when Randolph goes. The fight for self-deter- 
mination in DC has many arenas, and the Federal 
City College could well be one of the most

SEXISM IN DCSTP 


The DCSTP has stated that its first prin- 
ciple is self-determination and justice for the 
people of D.C. It became glaringly clear that 
women are not part of its consciousness of 
liberation for this oppressed colony during the 
February 26 DCSTP convention. 


The keynote speaker acclaimed the male 
leaders of the party by name, and added as an 
afterthought that there were women in the party 
also. As the day proceeded, a small group of 
chairmen reappeared again and again at the 
podium to direct and control the operation of 
the convention. 

Some women were asked at the 
last minute to chair sessions and refused out 
of fear: I chaired the session on children and 
youth and child care, with fear and misgivings, 
as the token chairwoman. 


When the session I chaired on children and 
youth was interrupted by the arrival and speech 
of the People's Party presidential candidate, 

Dr. Spock, I was told we would finish the session 
afterwards. But the same member of the "'chair- 
men elite'' attempted to move on to a discussion 
of national electoral politics, and specifically 
the Statehood Party role in the People's Party. 


It was only when one of the reappearing chair- 
men stated the injustice of not finishing what 
had been started that we finished the children's 
session. 


After we resumed our national politics Vs. 
convention agenda discussion, a woman suggested 
that we deal with the item of sexism next since 


it was so pervasive at the convention. The man 
chairing at the time responded that he didn't 
know about sexism, but he could use some sex. 


Protestations came from the women who-had 
come from women's organizations to speak about 
sexism and women's rights. The chairman shouted 
them down, and they walked out. 


Beyond the sexism at the convention, we only 
have to look at the sex composition of the Co- :

Sunday Closing Law 


After protesting that there was no suggested 
ordinance, Margaret Haywood's Economic,Devel- 
opment, Manpower § Labor committee of the "City 
Council" held hearings on a proposed Sunday 
closing ordinance that mysteriously arrived on 
the day of the hearing. Just as mysterious to 
the ''Council'' were the over 30 witnesses in 
opposition, many of whom responded to a DCSTP 

-information bulliten to Sunday merchants. Anton 
Wood, Chuck Hall, and Van Richardson spoke for 
the DCSTP. One member expressed a growing 
frustration with a "City Council" that forced 
‘them day-after-day to protest ever encroaching 
proposed ordinances. - No Sunday closing law

Half/rule Hearings 


Rep. Rarick opened House Hearings on homerule 
for the District with a racial blast. Clearly 
‘from the non-existent reaction of his white

activist role, Delegate Fauntroy's office char-

Black Political Convention 


Black elected officials are having a nation- 
wide convention in Gary, Indiana on March 12. 
The convention will have representatives from 
the 50 states and DC. The delegates were to 
be chosen locally. In DC the task of arranging 
selection was given to Walter Fauntroy. It seems 
that until Mike Lewis, Charles Cassell and Van 
Richardson of DCSTP came on the scene Walter 
planned on picking the delegates in closed 
"caucuses''. Now the delegates have been chosen 
in ward elections open to all Black citizens.

An address by Dr. Benjamin Spock, People's 
Party candidate for President, opened discussion 
concerning DCSTP's national political perspec- 
tive for 1972. Dr. Spock called for a new 
political grass-roots movement and asked the 
Statehood Party to join the People's Party 
coalition of some 45 locally based parties. 

Both Dr. Spock and Julius Hobson, People's 
Party candidate for Vice- President, emphasized 
that the proposed Statehood platform was in 
essential agreement with the platform adopted 
at the Dallas Convention of the People's Party. 


Sam Smith of the D.C. Gazette raised the 
objection that affiliation with the People's— 
Party might dilute DCSTP's efforts in D.C. 

The party's stress on important local issues, 
Said Smith, has been its major source of 
strength. Smith also pointed out that recent 
third parties have only drawn 1-2% of the vote 
and that the Statehood Party is unique in 
receiving 13% of the vote in the last eléction. 
These objections were ¢courtered with assertions 
that affiliation would give the party a double- 
edged advantage, nationally and locally. By 
affiliating with a national party, it was argued, 
the issue of D.C. statehood would be raised 
across the nation. The convention voted 34 to 

9 to support the Spock-Hobson ticket in 1972 and 
help in obtaining the 13,500 signatures necessary 
to get the ticket on the presidential ballot.

Cable TV should be cooperatively owned with a limited number of 
channels leased for commercial purposes. One channel should also be 
available to each neighborhood. 

No one corporation - by itself or through subsidiaries - should be 
allowed to control more than one organ of communication, e.g. a 
single newspaper, radio or TV station. 


TIONAL POLICY 


The achievement of many of the above platform items requires: 

1. National redistribution of resources, including lard reform 
and elimination of large concentrations of wealth. 

2. Provision for an adequate minimum income for everyone, a 
truly progressive income tax which sets maximum net income 
at about $50,000, and a very high inheritance tax. 

3. Incentives for people to leave the cities - like help in 
the formation of new towns and programs to maintain and 
improve rural life. 

4. An end to the imposition of this nation's will on others - 
including an end to war, an end to military and intelli- 
gence forces, and full Vietnam amnesty. 

5. An end to welfare for the rich, e.g. subsidies to farmers 
not to grow crops and oil depletion allowances. 

6. Efforts redirected from space exploration to helping urban 
areas.

Curfew 


Gilbert Hahn's face turned red when over 100 
high school students jeered and protested, and 
ultimately forced the ''City Council" into tabling 
the controversial curfew proposal. Of course 
not wishing to recognize the truth that the stu- 
dents organized themselves and brought them- 
selves out (special note to Jon Edelfelt and 
Jerrie Worthy), the "Council" tried to credit 
Charles Cassell with the feat. 


= The curfew is a DCSTP issue, so of course we 


were there. Anton Wood issued our call for a 
citizens' convention in opposition. Then as the 
ball began to roll Charles Cassell, Selma Rein, 
Larry Kamins, Van Richardson, Lou Aronica and 
Neenah Payne worked out an information and con- 
tact service that helped organize the curfew 
opposition. Tabling is not necessarily a final 
death for the curfew. The battle is continuing 
in low gear. 


Wilson 


Besides the curfew there have been other stu- 
dent and youth rights issues. Through apparent 
administration and police complicity, the stu- 
dents at Wilson High School were denied the 
right to organize an anti-war organization. 
First Amendment rights were violated; at the 
same time some police mysteriously began to 
hassle youth under a non-existent curfew law. 
The result was one spontaneous strike and one 
organized strike. Van Richardson and Lou 
Aronica attended the strikes at the invitation 
of some students, and they addressed the group. 
Youth rights must be protected, and student ~ 
actions have the support of DCSTP. 


FEDERAL CITY COLLEGE 


At public hearings before the Board of 
Higher Education DCSIP supported FCC faculty 
demands that first the Board. fire the President. 
Mike Lewis presented our testimony which went 
on to criticise the appointed Board and point 
out how its colonial attitude toward adminis- 
tration is typical of all the institutions 
where people do not have full self-determina- 
tion. Among other things, there was an attempt 
to lock out all but about the first ten people 
who got to the hearing! The Board decided to 
hold a better-publicized hearing in a bigger 
place at a later date. 


Welfare 


President Richard M. Nixon tried this year 
to create a welfare reform myth. Nixon's Family 
Assistance Plan (FAP) is a clever method of cir- 
cumventing minimum wage laws, reinforcing the 
Puritan work ethic, and guaranteeing families 
less of everything than they need. So ZAP-FAP 
came into being. The energetic voice of Laurie 
Wright brought the issue to DCSTP and presto we 
served as a sponsor of the anti-FAP hearings 
held in area churches and the District Building 
in December. 


LS SE PTE BY 
CANDIDATE SEARCH 


The Candidate Search Committee set up at the 
January Steering Committee meeting urges anyone 
who might be a potential DCSTP candidate for 
delegate in the November 1972 race to please 
come forward. We would like you to register 
D.C. Statehood Party and give us a double-spaced 
one-page biography by February 13 (the date of 
tHe next Steering Committee meeting). 


Although the DCSTP candidate's name will be 
on the primary ballot in May, since we have 
never had a voter registration drive and have 
few registered voters, we intend to select our 
delegate candidate in convention instead. 


So we will be considering our delegate 
potentials on February 26 at the Statehood 
Party Convention. Then we may come out of that 
convention with a democratically-decided D¢STP- 
endorsed candidate to go on the primary ballot 
in May and then on to the November, 1972, race. 

The Search Committee will plan for meetings 
to be held the week before our convention for 
you to discuss our proposed by-laws, platform 
and candidates. This will also be a chance for 
you to talk with the candidates before the 
convention.

After Senator Eagleton refused to answer some 
good questions, Loren stormed out. calling the 
whole thing bullshit and a farce. 


Bus Fares 


The Statehood Party gathered with the opposi- 
tion to 0. Roy Chalk's get-rich-while-the-getting 
is-good- proposed D.C. Transit fare increase and, 
more importantly, Chalk's desire to cancel the 
lower fare for the elderly. With many community 
groups, DCSTP co-sponsored hearings and meetings 
in opposition to D.C. Transit's proposals. Any- 
one interested in forming an alternative trans- 
portation system please call the DCSTP office.

Still, the "City Council" 
reported to the Department of Transportation and 
Congress that it was willing to go along with 

some of the highways - in the face of virtually 
unanimuous citizen opposition.

Joel Broyhill wanted to build a stanae es 
Three Sisters; D.C. people didn't. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals has agreed with the. people. 
Emergency Committee on the Transportation Crisis 
(ECTC) with Sam Abbott and Fred Heutte was in- 
strumental in stopping that bridge, and slowing 
the paving over of D.C. Many Statehood people 
participated in this successful battle. (By the 
way, Dick Nixon says the Court of Appeals is 
wrong; seems Dick doesn't recognize that ignoring 
the wishes of the people is wrong.) 


Groups 


The idea of statehood for the pcan of DG: 
has been presented to more and more groups each 
month. The Women's Political Caucus has given 
partial support to the idea. We have talked 
with students at Federal City College and George 
Washington University. We have been to All : 
Souls' Church Social Responsibility Committee , 
the Washington Ethical Society and Cedar Lane 
Unitarian Church. DCSIP has appeared at a 
YWCA class on citizenship, at a Kiwanis Club 
lunch, and on many other occasions. 


School Board 


The Statehood Party was slow in committing 
itself in the School Board election. A number 
of DCSTP people were not. In the first round, 
Anton Wood tried to get enough signatures for 
an at-large try. Dick Brown, Durand Ford, Bob 
Artisst and Hilda Mason tossed their proverbial 
hats into ward races. Hilda survived. Then 
warming to the occasion of the run-off election, 
the party endorsed Hilda and siphoned some of 
its energy into her ultimately successful cam- 
paign. Now the Statehood Party has two members 
on the School Board. 


Antioch College Zoning Variance 


Through the efforts of Selma Rein, DCSTP 
helped mobilize neighborhood support before the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment for a variance to 
enable the use of buildings on 16th Street N.W.
